WASHINGTON, July 30.—Conserva- 


tive labor lenders arc apprehensive that 
tho issue raised between the Internation- 
al Brotherhood of Bookbinders and the 
administration would result in tlic gov- 
ernment 
printing office 
becoming an 


•'open" shop. For .many-years the labor 
unions have controlled this institution, 
and public printers generally have fol- 
lowed the suggestions of labor organiza- 
tions represented in -.the printing ollice.

John B. Sullivan died this afternoon. 


Two of the six unidentified dead have 
been identified as Chas. Moore and a 
teamster 
named 
Hotoau. Both men 


were employed by the Stanley Trucking 
Co., and were about to move lumhber 
•when the explosion occurred. 


Ten or a dozen buildings which stood 


near the 
power and dynamite store- 


houses were either demolished by the 
explosion or destroyed by fire and twen- 
ty other structures were more or less 
fteriously damaged. The

exclusive of that sustained by the Cart- 
ridge" company, is roughly estimated at 
§40,000, only ii smull part of which is 
protected by insurance. 


The explosion was caused by workmen 


who were employed about the

houses for several days. The buildings 
owned by the company were two small 
brick structures, one for dynamite and 
the other power.

Milk being an excellent medium for 


the growth of bacteria, it is of special 
importance that it be kept as free Irom 
germs as possible. 


Since the largest amount of contam- 


ination comes from .tho udder during 
milking, it is important that all udders 
be washed before milking. 


The average weight of dirt which 


falls from muddy Adders during milk- 
ing is ninety times' greater than that 
which falls from the same udders aft- 
er washing, and'when the udders are 
but slightly soiled it averages twenty- 
two times greater. 
It is essential .to.the production or 


clean milk that the! cows be kept out 
of the mud. 
.- . 
Whitewash being one of the best dis- 


infectants, the stable should be white- 
washed at least once a year. In order 
to accomplish this successfully the 
sides and celling must have a firm, 
tight surface to which the whitewash 
can be applied.. 
Tbe floor of the milking stable should

' HAVANA, July 30.—In spite of the 
assertion made yesterday by Senor Yero, 
secretary of the interior, that the kill- 
ing of three men and the capture of a 
fourth man. their leader, who had at- 
tempted to cause an uprising in the vi- 
cinity of Bayarao, province of Santiago, 
effectually ended the only semblance of 
an uprising in Cuba, the rumors of up- 
rising in eastern Cuba were fully eon- 
firmed today in the government's reports 
received from the governor and oilier 
officials of Santiago province. They are 
to the effect that since the night of Sun- 
day last sixty armed and mounted men 
have appeared outside villages on the 
Cauto River district proclaiming a revo- 
lution and demanding the payment of 
the former members of the revolutionary 
army. No attacks of violence have been 
reported, 
but the inhabitants 
of the 


Cauto region are excited. The leader of 
the revolutionary party is named Pupo. 
He is a brother of one of the bandits 
killed by the rural guards on Tuesday. 


Gen. Eodriguez, c-ommander-in-ehief of 


the rural guard, has-ordered the mobil- 
ization of all the rural guards in eastern 
Cuba and the governor of Santiago prev- 
ince has been instructed to enlist as 
many volunteers as may be deemed nec- 
essary to co-operate with the'- mounted 
troops. 


Secretary of the. Interior Yevo says 


there is no doubt that the 
authorities 


•would be able to cope successfully with 
the situation, as all reports he adds, 
agreed that popular sen'timent is with 
the government of President Pa.lma and 
ithat those who have risen in rebellion 
mostly belong to the wanton, lazy class 
of Pureto Principe.

der business. They arc secured by the 
agents of these stores and the country 
is flooded with catalogues setting fortli 
in an alluring manner the many bargains 
(?) offered. Every fake schemer in the 
country takes advantage of them 
to 


flood the farmer with literature, adver- 
tising everything from green goods to 
wild cat mining stock. If there really 
was any advantage to the farmers in 
the mail order business there might be 
some excuse for the rule of the depart- 
ment, 'but there is not. In nine cases 
out of ten the stuff purchased from cat-^ 
alogues turns out to be no better, and 
generally not as good as could have been 
purchased from the home merchants for 
less -money. Not only are the business 
men of the snJallcr cities injured, but 
the farmers are duped. Iso one is gain- 
er except the mail order man and he has 
no interest in the duped community e.%-- 
nept for what he can get out of.it.

VICTIMS OF 


EXPLOSION 


Magazine of Cartridge Company at 
Tewksbury, Near Lowell, Mass., 


Blows Up With Dreadful 


Consequences. 


Appalling Catastrophe Results From Jarring Dy- 
namite—Rescuers Jumped Into Flames and De- 


bris-Concussion Felt at Boston, Forty 


Miles Away-Houses Razed 


To The Ground.

COMMISSION CENSURES 


Heads of Departments in Philip- 


pines Told They Must 


Economize. 


LOWELL, Mass., July 29.—Without, 


•warning probably upwards of a score of 
persons anrl possibly more were blown 
to death this forenoon by the explosion 
of 
the United States Cartridge com- 


pany's maaazine on 
the banks of the 


Concord river, in South Lowell, three 
miles from the center of the city. The 
number of injured is thirty, although 
others were slightly cut by glass, and 
burned. At 2 p. m. the list of dead 
Blood at thirteen with nine missing. 


John B. Sullivan died this afternoon. 


(Two of the six unidentified dead have 
been identified as Chas. Moore and a 
teamster 
named Hoteau. Both men 


were employed by the Stanley Trucking 
Co., and were about io move lumhber 
when the explosion occurred. 


Ten or a dozen buildings which stood 


near the 
power and dynamite store- 


houses were either demolished by the 
explosion or destroyed by fire and twen- 
ty other structures were more or less 
seriously damaged. The financial loss, 
exclusive of that sustained by the Cart- 
ridge-company, is roughly estimated at 
§40,000, only a small part of which is 
protected by insurance. 


The explosion was caused by workmen 


who were employed about the store- 
tous'es for several days. The buildings 
owned by the company were two small 
brick structures, one for dynamite and 
the other power. So powerful was the 
large quantity of the explosire in stor- 
age that the shock of the concussion 
was distinctly felt all over the north- 
eastern portion of 
Masachusetts. 
In 


Lowell many windows were demolished 
and at points fifteen miles distant gla-33 
was also shattered. 


FELT MANY MILES AWAY.- 


The concussion was felt 
in Boston, 


forty miles away and at Exeter N. H., 
which is a greater distance from Lowell. 
At many points a score of miles dis- 
tant v.-indow glass was shattered 
and 


other damage done. In some cases there 
were reports in circulation that there 
had been ah earthquake. 


The city was thrown into a panic and 


it required every effort of the authori- 
ties to establish and maintain anything 
like order. It became necessary to sum- 
mon four companies of 'the state mili- 
tia. Alarming reports to the effect that 
over one hundred persons had been kill- 
ed and injured caused widespread con- 
fusion. The explosion is thought to hare 
been caused by the jarring of dynamite 
stored in the magazine by' workmen 
who were laying a new floor. The dyna- 
m'ito set off tlie powder stored in one 
chamber and that explosion was follow- 
ed by another in a second chamber. 


The plant of the United States Car- 


tridge company is located in a district 
known as Riverside Park, in Tewksbury, 
just outside of Tat-well. 


EVERY HOUSE SHATTERED. 


The building in which the explosion 


occurred was a stone structure about 
one and a half miles distant from -the 
works of 'the Cartridge company. With- 
in a distance bf fifty yards are located 
half a dozen houses. Within a hundred 
yards there are twenty houses more and 
beyond that .the buildings are close to- 
gether. Every structure within a quar- 
ter of a mile was torn wfthin and with- 
out. Men and women and children who 
were inside of the houses sustained cuts, 
bruises and broken bones, if they escap- 
ed with their lives. Men who lived in 
streets not far away who were fortunate 
enough to escape serious injuries imme-

No other food will absorb bad odors 


so quickly as will dairy products or de^ 
teriorate more rapidly under adverse 
conditions. 


Milk being an excellent medium for 


the growth of bacteria, it is of special 
importance that it be kept as free Irom 
germs as possible. 


Since the largest amount of contam- 


ination comes from the odder during 
milking, it is important that all udders 
be washed before milking. 


The average weight of dirt which 


falls from muddy -udders during milk- 
ing is ninety times greater than that 
which falls from the same udders aft- 
er washing, and "when the udders are 
but slightly soiled it averages twenty- 
two times greater. 


It is essential .to. the production of 


clean milk that .the! cows be kept out 
of the mud. 
. . . 
Whitewash being one of the best dis- 


infectants, the stable should be white- 
washed at least once a year. In order 
to accomplish this successfully the 
Bides and ceiling must have a firm, 
tignt surface to which the whitewash 
can be applied.. 


The floor of the milking stable should 


be smooth and solid. The platform on 
which the cows stand should be of 
such length that all droppings will, fall 
Into the gutter, thus preventing the 
cows from becoming soiled when ly- 
ing down.

In changing froni'dry feed to grass 


it is well to go somewhat slowly, espe- 
cially if the flow of milk is large. The 
young, immature grass, especially in 
early spring, as is well known, contains 
a large amount of water, a condition 
commonly called "washy." Wheat and 
rye pastures are of,-the same nature. 
The dry feed ration should therefore be 
continued and be gradually reduced 
for two weeks or more after the grass 
Is large enough for feeding. 


Abundant Grain Im Enonith. 


As long as fresh pasture grasses are 


abundant the cow is about as well 
provided for as she can well be to 
produce milk economically. Unfortu- 
nately'> the season of abundant .pastur- 
age is often short.

APPEARANCE OF THE GRUBS. 
If the grubs are present in sufficient 


number, the root system of the plants 
is completely devoured and the planto 
die. 
The eating capacity of the grub 


is enormous. A single grub will devou 
more than its own weight of food in o 
day. 
The presence of the grubs, whicl 


is not noticeable until considerable dam 
age has been done, is indicated by th' 
gradual withering and drying up of th> 
sod. 
The top .layer of the sod, to th 


depth of about two inches, is separate! 
from the rest, of .the roots so that it may 
be rolled up lika.ja.blanket. 


Ordinarily the girubs are not present 


;.n sufficient number to cause noticeable" 
damage, being keutiin check by parasites 
and birds. The,ravage by this pest is 
now at its height ;in many places and 
within a short ,t^me the grubs will be 
full grown and .--enter into 
the 
pupa' 


stage, after which they do not feed on 
the roots. Whether the presence of the 
grubs this year will cause an epidemic 
next year, depends,upon weather condi- 
tions and parasites. 


REMEDIES. 


oince the grubs feed under ground, 


the application of Paris green and other 
arsenious poiso'ns is not practicable. In- 
fested pastures and meadows should be 
fall plowed, rather shallow, and harrow- 
ed a few times before the winter sets in 
so as to expose the insects to the win- 
ter 
weather. It 
is not advisable 
to 


plant badly infested land to corn, espec- 
ially if it has been plowed in the spring. 
Clean culture is- the most .effective way. 
of fighting this .insect. 


TREATMENT OF LAWNS. 


Infested lawns may be treated ~as fol- 


lows: Dissolve five pounds of common 
brown laitndry soap in a barrel of water 
and apply the solution to the infested 
lawn, thoroughly saturating it. Then 
water thoroughly to carry the solution 
further down. The remedy will not kill 
the grubs if'they have already construct- 
ed their chambers. Where the grass is 
killed before the pest is discovered, do 
not disturb the surface,—first kill the 
grubs, then sow lawn grass' seed, rake 
the sod lightly and water when the top 
becomes dry. 
In the fall apply a liberal 


dressing 
of barn yard 
manure. The 


grass seed may be sown any time pro- 
vided the soil is kept moist.

Judge Timmons was 
specially appointed owing to the allega- 
tion of prejudice on Judge Hazle. 


The defense offered a plea in aba'tc- 


ment setting forth that the defendant 
was indicted illegally because of the ap- 
pearance of the attorney general in the 
grand jury room, together wi'th Messrs. 
Cosgrovc and Dunlop, grand jury sten- 
ographers. After a brief argument by 
the attorneys Judge Timmons overruled | 
a motion -to sustain the plea. 
. Then came a demurrer similar to those 
filed In the Smith' arid Farris oases. A't- 
torney Pope for the defendant argued 
the points of the demurrer at length. 


Judge Timmons overruled the demur- 


rer. The defendants'noted exceptions to 
all adverse rulings preparatory to 
a.p-: 


pealing in case of conviction. Judge Tim- 
mons then re-set the case for August 19, 
owing to the illness of Morton Jourdan, 
attorney for the defendant.
